Constantinople, May 2<j.—An 
official 


of the Turkish foreign office in an in- 
terview, after dwelling upon the prov- 
ocative attitude of Greece and the ear- 
nest efforts made by Turkey to pre- 
vent war, said: 


"During the months of war Turkey 


has suffered serious loss in life and 
money,1 and the peace conditions put 
forward can not but be regarded as 
moderate and as wholly justified, Nev- 
theless, the government is possibly 
prepared to modify its demands in re- 
gard to the indemnity acd the cession 
of Thessaly in view of the bankrupt 
condition of Greece and as proof of its 
pacific desires 


"In retard to the abolition of the 


capitulation in fBTor of Greek subjects 
in Turkey, it IE impossible for the gov- 
ernment in the interests of the coun- 
try to make any modifications. Even 
Servia and Roumania, in every sense 
the superiors of Greece, have not these 
privileges, and Greece can not be al- 
lowed to retain exceptional rights 
which she has so scandalously abused. 


"It is confidently hoped, therefore, 


that Europe will have sufficient sense 
of Justine not to press Turkey. Upon 
this point she is determined not to 
yield, and should Europs attempt to 
impose such a sacrifice 
by force of 


arms, the situation created would be 
most detrimental to general peace: 


"The Turkish population would inev- 


itably become excited by such injus- 
tice, the government 
could not hold 


itself responsible for the grave conse- 
quence* which would follow and the 
powers would, in the end, undoubtedly 
have cause to deplore deeply the result 
of such actions."

made by Senators Foraker (O.) Can- 
non (Utah). Lindsay (Ky.) and Hoar 
(Mass.). It was the first speech of any 
length made by Mr. Foraker since he 
entered the senate, and in addition to 
this the Ohio senator is one of the 
Cuban subcommittee of the committee 
on foreign relations. 


He spoke in favor of a reference ot 


the resolution to the committee, but 
on the general question declared his 
purpose of supporting the resolution 
recognizing Cuban belligerency when 
It should be reported by the committee. 


Mr. Cannon was bitter in his denun- 


ciation of Spanish atrocity, character- 
izing the captain general of Cuba as 
"that mad dog "Weyler." 


Mr. Lindsay declared if me informa- 


tion furnished by United States con- 
suls was so shocking as to be subject 
of 
danger of 
assassination if their 


names were disclosed, it was time to 
send warships to Cuba and to termi- 
nate all diplomatic relations with that 
country. 


Oar Consuls In 
THatftT. 


It was developed in the course ot a 


colloquy between Senators 
Foraker, 


Morgan and Vest, that the state de- 
partmest had withheld the names of 
United States consuls reporting on the 
serious condition ol affairs in Cuba be- 
cause it might lead to their massacre. 
Mr. Vest declared that this represented 
the most serious phase of the subject 
as it was time to protect our officials 
with warships if their personal safety 
was threatened for making reports to 
their government. 


No action on the resolution was tak- 


en, but Mr. MOfgan said be hoped to 
secure a vote soon on Mr. Hale's mo- 
tion to refer. He desired to do this., 
he said, in order that the Cuban reso- 
lution might not antagonize the tariff 
bill on Monday.

Official Turkinfc Statement. 


Constantinople, May 20.—An oScial 


statement was published which, after 
briefly reciting the Turkish side of the 
war up to the battle of Domokos, says: 
"The czar sent to the sultan a special 
telegram expressing his sincere senti- 
ments in reaffirming the pacific views 
of the powers and noting with appre- 
ciation the success of the imperial 
troops. The capture of Domokcs form- 
ing the natural limit of the defensive 
operations, and the government being 
desirous of giving freah proof of its 
pacific intention, the cabinet decided, 
and its decision was confirmed fay an 
irade, to cease hostilities upon condi- 
tions to be arranged by the respective 
commanders. The conditions of peace, 
following the armistice, will assure the 
future rights and dignity of the im- 
perial government, the frontiers of 
Turkey and the preservation of gen- 
eral peace." 


About thv Czar1* Tcleeram. 


Berlin, May 20.—The Frankfort Zei- 


tung says that on receipt of the czar's 
dispatch the sultan, before conferring 
with the council of ministers, tele- 
graphed to Edhem Pasha, the Turkish 
commander in Thessaly, ordering him 
to stop the further advance of Turkish 
troops operating against the Greeks 
and also replied to the dispatch of the 
czar saying he was happy to fulfill his 
wish. 


SnUun Send* Conffratnlativns. 


Constantiople, May 20.—The sultan 


has telgraphed his congratulations to 
Edhem Pasta and the Turkish troops 
and asked him for a list of those who 
distinguished themselves in the ad- 
vance to Domokos in order that he 
may reward them.

It Partially Revealed by Senator Foraka^ 


of Ohio. 


Washington, May 20,—The secret 


archives ot the state department which 
have held the consular reports on the 
Cuban war from the public were par- 
tially disclosed by Senator Foraker of 
Ohio. 
, 


During the past week tUe debate in 


the senate has been pregnant with In- 
timations and inuendos of reports 
from United States officials 
in Cuba 


held at the state department which if 
published would disclose a condition 
on Cuban soil which would influence 
public opinion in a decided manner. 


Spuiti R«fnse* Mediation. 


T.he facts, therefore, which Senator 


Foraker announced without, stating 
from whence they came created a de- 
cided stir. 


Especially startling' was the letter 


from Secretary Olney in which this 
country offered mediation to Spain and 
the refusal of that country to accept 
the proffered aid. 


While one of the, consular 
reports 


was read without the name of the au- 
thor being disclosed, it is stated to be 
a communication from Consul Genera] 
Lee, 
which fully set forth his idea of 


the condition that exists in Cuba. The 
extract as quoted is as follows, no date 
being given: 


"I can not understand the truth of 


the claim that all the provinces of the 
island are pacified except that of San- 
tiago de Cuba, because there are more 
insurgents under arms at this time 
than at the period I first, reached the 
island, some 10 months ago. and I do 
not think it a fair inference to draw 
trom existing conditions that the war 
IE approaching a termination, because, 
in pursuance of an established policy 
the insurgents avoid as far as possible 
all serious engagements. 


"The impossibility of expelling the 


Spanish troops 
from this island by 


force of arms is well known to them 
and they do cot propose to risk the 
lives of their men aud the success of 
their cause upon on« or more pitched 
battles. 


"I conclude therefore that th« war 


will drag >ts wpary length along so 
long as the insurgents can dig suste- 
nance from the ground on the one side 
or money to be obtained by the other, 
with the continued result of untold 
human suffering, loss of human life, 
th« murder of Innocent men, woaier. 
and children by hoth sides and 
the 


frightful havoc whkh diseases makes 
in the ranks of tho soldiers, particu- 
larly among the unucclimated Span- 
iards. ' 


Poverty owl OistreM. 


"The poverty and distress of the peo- 


ple are increasing and th« loss of prop- 
erty ot all sorts daily becoming more 
enormous. No one can fully appreciate 
ttc altuailpB NyjttiouJ, being here in 


f person. The number of poor, 
dis-

old men of mJi races have greatly In- 
creased in thic city within tbe past few 
weeks, while la other points on the 
island the suffering has been propor- 
tionately greater."

ably ask. To that end tbe Cmlted States of- 
fers and will ase bee good offices at such 
tim» and IB such manner as may b« deemed 
raest advisable. 


In closing he says the 
communica- 


tion is prompted by the 
friendliest 


feelings toward Spain and tlie United 
States has no designs upon Cuba and 
no designs against the sovereignty ol 
Spain. 


Mr. Foraker read only the following 


extract from Mr. De Lome's reply, 
which was dated June 4, 1896: 


In brief there i* no *ffectnal 
way 
to 


peclfy Cuba, unless It begins with the ac- 
toal submission of the armed rebels to the 
raothtr country.

Among these is the Palais 
de I'lndustrie, uow m process of rapid 
demolition, upon whose site a part of 
the foundation is already under con- 
struction for the fine arts building of 
the exposition of 1000. After the expo- 
sition this chaste and beautiful struc- 
ture will remain, one of the permanent 
monument* of Paris.

The 
results «f such primitive methods were 
easily detected by experts. But the col- 
or photography opens immense possibil- 
ities in the hands of clever men. Given 
paper of similar quality—and they 
make paper that would deceive an ex- 
pert—there is nothing to prevent a 
skillful operator from producing abso- 
lute duplicates in such numbers as he 
may desire of any banknote extant in 
the circulation of the world.—Detroit 
Free Press.

to advance the cause of un«juiiu an« 
dishonest money? The dollar that is 
made by law harder to get by the bor- 
rower than it would have been when 
he borrowed it is a dishonert dollar. 
•Laws which make a debtor pay a heavi- 
er dollar than he borrowed are palpably 
dishonest. The destruction of silver as 
money made every gold dollar worth 
nearly twice as much as it was worth 
Before. Was not this just as dishonest as 
it would have been to double the amount 
of gold in a f 10 coin? Is it not strange 
that merchants should clamor for a con- 
tinuance of this system of cutting down 
the prices of the goods on their shelves 
and in their warehouses? 


Why do the railroad managers play 


into the hands of the usurers? The sin- 
gle geld standard has created such a 
decline in the prices of all commodities 
that the products of the mill and of tho 
farm will not sell at the seaboard foi 
what it costs to produce and transport 
them thither. How are railways to earn 
operating expenses and interest on their 
bonds if the earth will not yield its 
.products to be carried as freight on their 
roads? And how can the earth be ex 
pected to yield when the husbandman 
cannot obtain as much for his farn 
products as the cost of their production 
and the transportation to the market j 
place? 


With silver restored as a money 


metal to its old place the steady decline 
of prices would change to an equally 
steady rise of prices. Silver equally 
with gold .would soon pay debts and buy 
goods everywhere, because the demand 
for gold would decrease until its parity 
with silver would be substantially at- 
tained. With rising prices the capital 
which is now bursting the vaults of the 
banks both in Europe and America 
would come forth for investment in 
business enterprises. This would give 
employment to millions of men who are 
now idle, and they would have tho 
money with which to boy the neces- 
saries of life. 


The only men who are bfiaefited by 


the gold standard are those who lend 
money for themselves or for others. 
We have justshowu that those who lend 
monny for themselves are not safe 
against snch a reduction in tho ralnc of 
their securities as will constitute auto- 
matic repudiation. 


It is a strange spectacle to seo the 


allied money dealers of the world on- 
listing in behalf of their schemes tho 
men 
against whose 
interests those 


schemes arc directed. Contraction rnins 
everybody but the world's pawnbrokers, 
large and small. When will manufac- 
turers, merchants »nd railroad man- 
agers learn this great truth and band 
themselves together to restore tho vol 
nrae cf money to its former proportion 
with the uses for which it is demanded? 


Tho cause of independent bimetallism 


is not the cause of tho farmer, the la- 
borer or the debtor any more than it is 
of the capitalist whoso money is invest- 
ed in business enterprises of every de

Jfofc far from St. Thomas, a matter of 


perhaps 100 miles, was fought the most 
wonderful naval battle in all history.

My south is not teat of Mistral, of 


Dandetorof Eoumanille. The great 
water conrses which traverse it have 
no torreatlike rapidity. The hillocks 
do not cast upon the imperturbable 
heavens hard and classical profiles 
The south wind which often blows 
here does not burn the skin like an 
African simoom. It bears the fresh 
breath of the ocean; it does not con- 
sume; it caresses. My south is not 
that of Provence. It is an attenuated 
south, calmed by the vicinage of an 
occidental sea. Sometimes the joya 
of cold weather may he tasted here 
It resembles Tuscany so much that, 
traveling in the neighborhood of 
Siena or of Peragia, I have often 
forgotten that I was in an alien 
country. 


My south is that corner of Langue- 


docso celebrated for thegayety, the 
valor and the braggadocio of its in- 
habitants. It is the Gascon land, 
with a soil that is meager on the 
hills, and so there propitious to the 
vine and rich upon the plains, and 
so there propitious for pasture iand. 
A stream of the color of copper (the 
Garonne) and a large river calm as 
oil (the Lot) irrigate it, overflowing 
every winter in fecundating inunda- 
tions. A mild country, tempered by 
its associations with Provence, it i 
nevertheless the south. The Gascon 
is nearer to the Spaniard and Italian 
than to the French of Tonraine and 
of Normandy. My south is envi- 
roned by three things which make 
one thoughtful and grave — the 
ocean, the mountain and the pine 
forests. 


I am back there once more, and, 


notwithstandingiEhe passage of 20 
years, I recover itere the joy of my 
vamahedchildh,o^,%hat a simple, 
-free and rustic life I led there as a 
little boy 1 I still retain a taste for 
thajcoiortry which nothing has been 
able to abolish—not the years spent 
in Paris, not the emotions of the lit- 
erary life or the, passion of travel. 
That little village where I lived, 
where I learned simultaneously or- 
thography, Latin and nature; that 
chHi^sh in which, as a lad in red 
sontoe, I served mass for the good 
cure, Destourbes—that blessed spot 
in short, is nearer to my heart than 
Paris and even than those cities of 
arfr which I have most passionately 
toyed. ' How many times in Paris, 
dreaming on all this, I found myself 
suddenly miles away from the real- 
ities which surround me! Then they 
asked me, "Of what are you think- 
ing 1" And I dared :not answer. 


How can I tell these grave people, 


these academicians, these senators 
or even these flighty and light head- 
ed worldlings: 


"Excase me, I am thinking of the 


villagei of •Fpntgrance, of the parson- 
age; of the'Abbe Pestourbes and of 
Lizotte." 


Lizotte? 
Yes, that Agenaise lassie,'.Jiatt 


peasant, half worlding, who reveal- 
ed the sweetness of woman's pres- 
ence to the little thinker and dream- 
er that I then was 


I must tell you that they are good 


to look npon, our girls of the Gascon 
country. : Tliey have not the rather 
hard type; the accentuated Greek 
type, of the Arlesiennes, but their 
tall figures are less supple, less 
stocky, their more humid eyes have 
more sweetness: Like the girls of 
Aries,they.knowhowto walk proud- 
ly under a burden, their busts roll- 
ing under their corsets. Upon their 
head, girt with a black silk hand- 
kerchief, you are astonished not to 
see, placed in exact equilibrium, the 
urn of the canephore. 


Lizotte was. an; incarnation of this 


charming and piquant type. 


When I became her friend, I was 


15 years old. I lived in Fontgrane. 
Every day I went to the parsonage 
to take a lesson in Latin from the 
Abbe Destourbes.

Unforgettable days, in the parson- 


age at Fontgrane. The garden be- 
longed to us, with its regular squares 
I carefully laid out, as well as the 
somber church with broken col- 
umns and the parsonage, of which 
only a corner was occupied by the 
cure, all the rest being devoted to 
our games and our discoveries. 2?ev- 
er since have I made such tremen- 
dous journeys nor such curious ones 
as those which I then undertook 
with Lizotte in the attic of the par- 
sonage—a real wilderness of entan- 
gled beams. Under the direction of 
Irma we used to work, Lizotte and I, 
in decorating the altar. The skillful 
hands of the little girl played around 
my clumsier boyish fists. When I 
was guilty of some awkwardness, 
when I let a garland fall or allowed 
a candle to go out, the saucebox did 
not spare to box my ears. I was 
perfectly happy. 


Later I read the famous phrase of 


Heine, "Madame, if you wish me to 
fall in love with you, you must treat 
me like a dog." 


I recall above all others a certain 


evening of April 


The Church of Fontgrane had tak- 


en on tbe special holiday aspect of 
the season. The crucifix, the pic- 
tures, the devotional statues were 
covered with violet serge, yet this 
semimonrning had nothing sadden- 
ing about it—in the first place, be- 
cause outside the joyous springtide 
was already announcing its triumph, 
and,, second, "because '"the coming 
feast of the fiedemption illumines 
with hope even the sad days that 
precede it.

parsonage. 
For, the night being 


dark, Irma accompanied her master, 
lantern in hand. 


So I was: left, tete-a-tete with my 


little friend, instructed to defend her 
at need against all nocturnal perils. 
This charge gave me great pride, 
but at bottom I was forced to own 
to myself that she had in me arath- 
er poor defender. She was. at that 
time far braver than I. That even- 
ing was delicious and terrible. Mas- 
ters of the parsonage and of the 
church as we were, and familiar 
with every, recess and corner, we 
could walk around in the utter dark- 
ness without danger of a misstep. 
Such was the strange diversion 
which Lizotte determined upon. 
Taking me by the hand, she drew 
me into the interminable, winding 
corridors of the house, then into the 
cool solitude of the nave. She whis- 
pered into ray ear at the same time 
awful stories of ghosts. Suddenly 
she burst out into a song, her fresh 
young voice accentuating the vowels 
in the Languedoc fashion.

But when sho ceased the church 


answered to her voice in such horri- 
ble reverberator}- echoes that we 
madly fled back through tho sacristy 
and the long, winding corridors to 
the dining room of tho parsonage, 
where we fell into chairs, affrighted 
and laughing at our fright 


Then as the Abbe Destonrbes did 


not return, Lizotte enumerated to

bes, and Mine, do Kancagnas, whose 
daughter was studying with her the 
catechism of perseverance.

when I .walk in Agen, I sometimes 
meet Lizotte. 


Only Lizotte is a woman. She has 


married a notary. She wears a hat.

I speculators do not always 


deserve the credit for thfa farreaehiug 
foresight which they appear to possess, 
and superstition sometimes dictate for 
tDiiate investments which are supposed 
to have- been based npou a broad grasp 
of tho world's commercial movements. 


A speculator who recently found him- 


self on tho winning side of both the 
stock and the wheat markets made u 
confession to a friend whose ventures 
were less successful, revealing the fact 
that his "motives" were not so pro- 
found as they seemed to be. 


"You think," said the man whose 


profits of a few weeks have amounted 
to several thousand dollars, "that I 
have been sitting up nights reading 
foreign papers and dispatches, gifting 
diplomatic opinions and getting tho 
meat out of all this war talk, until I 
was able to arrive at a close approxi- 
mation of the European situation as it 
developed later. Of course I don't mind 
being credited with any amount of eru- 
dition and logic, but I know very well 
that I don't deserve it And if the mat- 
ter could be sub jeoted to proof it could 
bo shown that a great many men who 
have a faculty for landing on their feet 
in their speculative jumps are influenced 
by considerations not a whit more wise 
or logical than those by which I was 
guided, but everybody regards these 
men as examples of wisdom aad far- 
sightedness. 


"Of course I figured that there would 


be war in dead earnest over in Europe, 
but I didn't arrive at that conclusion 
by reading the opinions of experts upon 
the movements of the powers. Some 
time before the outbreak of tho German- 
Austrian war I was walking with my 
fat-her, who was of a philosophical turn 
of iiiiud, along the streets of the Eng- 
lish town in which we lived. We pass- 
ed several groups of small boys who 
were armed with Tickers'—I believe 
they call them 'bones' or 'clappers' over 
here—and the air was filled with the 
racket whiclt the youngsters made with 
their crude instruments. Pointing to a 
pair of the bones, my father inquired: 


"'Do you know what those things 


mean''' 


' 'I replied that I -was not aware that 


they signified anything beyond fun for 
the boys and iioisc for the whole com- 
munity. Father sicok his head and re- 
sponded: 
" 'It seems foolish to say so, but. 


you may depend upon it that they mean 
War, 
and nothing eke. I'm not much 


of a believer in signs and tokens, but 
when you see eke boys possessed of a 
general craze fcr the "rickers" it is 
safe for you to make up your wind that- 
it will not be long before the cannons 
will begin to talk 
about 
making 


changes on the map and u big war will 
command the attention of tho nations. 


'' 'Your great-grandfather, my grand- 


father, pointed out that fact to me and 
said th.it he had never seen it fail. He 
had observed it before the Spanish pe- 
ninsular war, and it also preceded all 
the Napoleonic wars. His confidence in 
the sign was so serioos that, I began to 
observe for myself. There has not beeu 
a bis national conflict trom that time 
to this ^tbat has not -been preceded by a 
general furor of the ' 'rickers." Brtt I 
also noticed that there were long peri- 
ods during which yon could not find a 
pair of clapping bones iu u boy's hand; 
consequently it could not be said that 
tho craze was perpetual Mid that any 
vrar must- therefore, by necessity, huve 
been preceded by «i craze for the njusic 
of the "rickers." ' 


"Taking the specific instances which 


my father named, together with those 
which have corse under my own per- 
sonal observation), I find that an almost 
universal use of tho clappers prevailed 
among the youngsters before the follow- 
ing wars: The Abysginiau, the Ashan- 
t«?, the' Egyptian, tho Franco-German, 
tho JJusso-Turkish, the Crimean, the 
Gerroan-ATistri.tn and tho Danish. Tho 
instance of the Franco-Prussian conflict 
probably inado tho most profound im- 
pression upon me, so far as the verifi- 
cation- of our family theory was -con- 
cerned. 


"I was then -attending school in a 


Frentih town which was largely popu- 
lated .by students, most of them yomig 
boya From morning until night, yon 
could hear the incessant din of clap- 
pers. They simply made the wclkiu 
ring, *nd tho boy %vlio did not operate a 
pair of bones was without standing 
among his fellows. I had usvnr seen 
quite so violent a ?rnzc of the 'rickers,' 
arid I folt that if the sign failed that 
tiiuo it would be-wholly'discredited 
with tc.fi. 
Accordingly I awaited de- 


velopments with greater interest than I 
h»d ever before felt. It was not long 


, before tbe French and Germans wore .»t 


it with all their might. Since then I 
havo never had the courage to doubt tlio 
(Superstition, especially as I havo never 
seen it controverted-ty tho facts of his- 
tory.

It is kept—that is precisely the word 


for it—by an old widower, who has no 
relatives in that section of the country 
»iid is practically a hermit When the 
rivil war began, he was running a flour- 
ishing general store in Bainbridge and 
made money rapidly during the suc- 
ceeding four years. 


When peace was declared, prices, 


which had been greatly inflated, took a 
sudden drop. , Tho old" fellow believed 
that this would be followed by a boom 
which woulcl send prices skyward again 
and refuged to sell his goods for less 
than he paid for them. Down went the 
prices—down, down, down—and final- 
ly he was forced to close bis store for 
want of purchasers. 


Today his store stands almost exactly 


as it did 80 years ago. It is stocked 
with such goods as are usually found 
in country stores, but, of course, the 
stock is now practically worthless.

TO FIGHT LOCUSTS. 


A CoKcec Professor Will Slake "iVjlr on 


South American Pests. 


I"rot'essor Laurence Bruner of the 


University of Nebraska sailed recently 
for Buenos Avres for the purpose of 
studying the habits and peculiarities of 
a speoies of locust which within the last 
year has infested several provinces of 
tho Argentine Republic and Uruguay, 
and which threatens ruin to the agri- 
cultural interests of both countries. 


Professor Bruuer undertakes the work 


in the interest of a commission com- 
posed of several of the wealthiest men 
in both Uruguay nud Argentina and 
wns chosen'for it because of his success 
in fighting -the grasshoppers in Kaiisas, 
Nebraska -and the Dakotas from 3873 to 
1878. 


During tin's period Professor Broner 


and several other entomologists devoted 
their time-to investigating the methods 
to be employed iu order to 
> exterminate 


tho insecte, and their success was great. 
Different -methods were employed in 
different localities, but as a rule tho 
natural enemy to tbo hopper was eu- 
cournged, and only in the1 very dry 
climates was it found necessary to adopt 
artificial means.—New York.Sun. 


.liow Toronto XjOset. 


Toronto has recently had & now cen- 


sus, which makes the population 195,987. 
It is an inwe-ase of 7,000 in fcur years. 
In Ontario -the birth rate at the last 
general census was 24.5 aud tho death 
rate .11.3 par 1,000. The natural in- 
crease, therefore, would bo 13.3 per 
1,000. I£ tho natural increase of tho 
population of Toronto is calculated on 
that basis, .-she should have gained each 
year since 1808 an average of 3,500 
souls, or 10,000 in all. The census re- 
turns indicate that the gain is 3,000 
less. It is evident that Toronto, like tho 
rest of Canada, loses moio people by 
ismigriitioii than she gains by immigra- 
tion.

FLOOD STILL BAGE& 


SECOND RISE SPREADS DEVASTATION 


iN THE SOUTH. 


Grcntvr 3xj*tr« niutataeil by K**M>II of Ihr 


Additional Or<-m<m - Apjirupriiuiuut uf

Injury Kelt by Merchant*. 


Tbu additional riie iji the K 


and Missouri streams, together with ihr 
heavy downpour of rain iu the valleys 
south of Vicksburg, which kept failing 
for days, most have seat a chill through 
the heart of every inhabitant whose 
house does not sit on a hill that lives 
between Memphis and 2»ew Orleans. 
With the breaking of the levees in and 
around the Crescent City that has been 
going on it is difficult to understand 
how that town IB to escape a deluge. 
All levees on both banks of the river are 
now crumbling as snow does in warm 
weather. It was estimated that the wa- 
ter south of Natchez would be on a 
standstill for awhile, and it was hoped 
that from that time. the river would 
steadily fall until it got back to its nor- 
mal state. But with the rains and the 
northern floods that idea way be dis- 
pelled. It will not take the surplus of 
water recently accumulated in the Ne- 
braska and Missouri streams many days 
to xeaoh the Natchez, Vicksburg and 
Bayou Sara districts. 


According to government estimates 


sent out from Washington, the losses 
from the floods have already reached the 
enormous figure of 1120,000,000, a emu 
equaling by half the value of the entire 
cotton product of the south for a year. 
Those who live high and dry and remote 
from that section cannot conceive of 
the magnitude of this overflow. It is 
the most disastrous calamity that has 
befallen the country, both in the way 
of destruction to property and the loss 
to human life, since the civil war. 


General Catchings' bill for the ap- 


propriation of f 2, 000,000 to be used iu 
assisting the flood sufferers was exceed- 
ingly timely. Bnt this suni, handsome 
as it ie: will not be sufficient even to 
tray seed for the spring planting. Cot- 
ton has been at snch a low price for the 
past five years that the farmers have 
really lost money in its cultivation. 
Then when a flood looked inevitable 
those who owned lands not already 
mortgaged hypothecated their belong- 
ings to raise money with which to 
strengthen their private levees. This 
having failed, the prospects of a crop 
almost utterly hopeless, it leaves the 
people in a condition that must excite 
the sympathy of the civilized world. A 
flood in the Mississippi valley works 
damage not only to the people who are 
in the reach of the overwhelming wa- 
ters, but to the vast army of millions 
who are interested with them in a busi- 
ness way. Railway lines from the north 
traverse that country. Therefore, that 
which hurts the business of the Louisi- 
anian, the Mississippian and the Arkan- 
sart hurts the -commerce of the.ijortb. 
The merchant lias the right to demand 
that his means of communication and 
trade with his customers of the south 
shall not be interrupted by causes with- 
in the control of the government. 


The danger to life and property year- 


ly by the overflow of this river is not 
merely a local affair. The whole coun- 
try is virtcally interested. The care of 
the levees is a national one. The gov- 
ernment has assumed exclusive control 
in improving and maintaining its trans- 
portation facilities. But as a continen- 
tal drainage canal it has received no at- 
tention worth mentioning. True enough, 
there have been appropriations rnado 
annually looking to the improvement of 
the river, but the money is spent mostly 
by engineers who luxuriously live on 
boats and who sit idly by watching others 
count the number of inches of sand that 
drifts by a given point for a given num- 
ber of hours. 


There isn't a steamboat man who will 


agree with yon that the work done by 
government engineers has ever amount- 
ed to anything in the way of lessening 
the danger to life and property. The 
several states in which the river's 
excessive waters periodically inundate 
plantations long ago undertook to rem- 
edy the matter by fencing in the waters 
with levees and have spent oceans of 
money. Originally this work was done 
by the plantation owner himself. 


At the beginning of 'the present cen- 


tnry those private levees extended only 
30 miles along tho river north of N'ew 
Orleans; but as the county was settled 
cp and now plantation property was 
opened and improved the levees extend- 
ed, until today there are more than 1,500 
miles of lovees thrown up for the pro- 
tection of homes. Of this immense pile 
of dirt the national government has 
paid less than one-fifth of its cost, 
the various southern states assuming 
the burden of the construction of tho 
other four-fifths. 


It has long been proved that the levee 


system is the only one that wiU obviati; 
overflows. 
Tho outlet theory tih.it has 


been prosecuted by John Cowden for 
tho past 20 years finds no favor among 
competent engineers and river men who 
have made the question a scientific 
study. 
Artificial nutlets slacken tbo 


current 
and encourage shallowing, 


Competent engineers all over this coun- 
try are unanimous in tho opinion that 
t.bo geueral features of tho plan of Mr. 
Stalling are correct. This is, first, to 
prr.tsct the bunks so that they will not 
be undermined by tho erosive power of 
the current, and, second, to rebuild 
tho imperfectly constructed levees and 
then raiso them to u height live or six 
fcot, above tho high \vator mark, and 
until this is done annual overflows will 
continue. — Chicago Thnes-Ho.rniil.
